Two Inspecters Made Raid on 

Alleged House of Ill Fame | 

in Search of Liquor and 
Broke in the Door

week before Jiistice of the 
Peace Dawson «at the police 
court; was shattered to pieces 
wud theit charge torn into frag- 
ments by H. V. Fieldhouse, 
counsel for the aceused. Ina 
refinéd tone, it might be said 
that the “spotteas” were beaten, 
although a’ much &trongeY and 
moré suitable éxpression could 
be used. "
